wire forwarded to Prime Minister 
ing by Cecil Lamont, president ot 
the North-West Line Elevators As- 
sociation, 

“From a review of the world wheat 
situation it is. apparent that there 
must be drastic woward revision in 
the Dominion Government’s agricul- 
ture production objectives for wheat 
acreage in 1946, (Wheat acreageo ob- 
jective for this year has been set at 
game figure as 1945, namely 23,414,000 
acres for all Canada. This is 6,321,- 
200 acres less than the acreage sown 
to wheat in 1940, The government is 
fully aware of the shortage of _ fogd 
prevafling throughout the world and 
to meet this situation it is imperative 
to increase cereal production ag the 
most effective means of alleviating 
the critica] famine conditons prevail- 
ing. 

“Within six months Canada will be 
harvesting the new crop and Cana- 
da’s grain handling madjinery ~ is 
such that this wheat could be poured 
into food shortage areas immediately 
thereafter. There is no universa! 
foodstuff that can lbe produced in the 
quantities required as rapidly as 
wheat bread. From, a, nutritional 
standpoint such foods as ‘meats, fats 
dairy and poultry products are de. 
sirable for a balanced diet but their 
production and movement to market 
yequires greater time, With shipping 
space plentiful wheat is the logical 
foodstuff to cope with! starvation 
conditions prevailing throughout large 
areas of the world, 

“While we are in accord with the 
long range agricultural policies of the 
government, such practices it would 
seem temporarily must be set aside in 
favor of an imperative course which 
will ensure the greatest possible pro 
duction of life sustaining food which 
will canbe produced amd de- 
livered in quantities most readily. To 
this end we urge that the govern- 
ment request Canadiag farmers to 
produce all the wheat within their 
powers of preduction in 1946 and 
furthernyore that the goveTpment
